tees not later than 90 days after the submission of 15

that report if— 16

annual report submitted in calendar year 2015 19

or in any calendar year thereafter; and 20

‘‘(B) in the annual report submitted in the 21

next calendar year, the country is listed on a 22

list of countries described in paragraph (1)(B).

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‘‘(5) WRITTEN PLAN.—The Secretary of State 1

shall endeavor to work with each country that has 2

been listed pursuant to paragraph (1)(C) in the 3

most recent annual report and civil society organiza-4

tions to draft and implement the written plan de-5

scribed in paragraph (2)(D)(ii).

ing immigration services and restitution. 22

‘‘(viii) The amount of money the gov-23

ernment in question has committed to the 24
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actions described in clauses (i) through 1

(vii). 2

‘‘(ix) An assessment of the impact of 3

such actions on the prevalence of human 4

trafficking in the country. 5

‘‘(B) CREDIBLE EVIDENCE.—The term 6

‘credible evidence’ means information relied 7

upon by the Department of State to make de-8

terminations relating to the provisions set forth 9

in this division, including— 10

‘‘(i) reports by the Department of 11

State; 12

‘‘(ii) reports of other Federal agen-13

cies, including the Department of Labor’s 14

List of Goods Produced by Child Labor or 15

Forced Labor and List of Products Pro-16

duced by Forced Labor or Indentured 17

Child Labor; 18

‘‘(iii) documentation provided by a 19

foreign country, including copies of rel-20

evant laws, regulations, policies adopted or 21

modified, enforcement actions taken and 22

judicial proceedings, training conducted, 23

consultations conducted, programs and 24
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partnerships launched, and services pro-1

vided; 2

‘‘(iv) materials developed by civil soci-3

ety organizations; 4

‘‘(v) information from survivors of 5

human trafficking, vulnerable persons, and 6

whistleblowers; 7

‘‘(vi) all relevant media and academic 8

reports that, in light of reason and com-9

mon sense, are worthy of belief; and 10

‘‘(vii) information developed by multi-11

lateral institutions.’’. 12

  (viii) The amount of money the government in question has committed to the actions described in clauses (i) through (vii).  
  (ix) An assessment of the impact of such actions on the prevalence of human trafficking in the country. 
  (B) Credible evidence The term  credible evidence means information relied upon by the Department of State to make determinations relating to the provisions set forth in this division, including— 
  (i) reports by the Department of State;  
  (ii) reports of other Federal agencies, including the Department of Labor’s List of Goods Produced by Child Labor or Forced Labor and List of Products Produced by Forced Labor or Indentured Child Labor;  
  (iii) documentation provided by a foreign country, including copies of relevant laws, regulations, policies adopted or modified, enforcement actions taken and judicial proceedings, training conducted, consultations conducted, programs and partnerships launched, and services provided;  
  (iv) materials developed by civil society organizations;  
  (v) information from survivors of human trafficking, vulnerable persons, and whistleblowers;  
  (vi) all relevant media and academic reports that, in light of reason and common sense, are worthy of belief; and  
  (vii) information developed by multilateral institutions. .
